V. INCOME AND SUPPORT 


have directed persons with sex orientation problems to Mat- 
tachlne with a view of aiding individuals concerned through 
participation in the Society’s activities and reading its 
publications—all In confidence that gighest ethical stand¬ 
ards and social behavior standards ate consistently main¬ 
tained, and that the anonymity of individuals concemed will 
be guaided if requested. 


IV. SOCIAL SERVICE 

In general, social service work is conducted on a limited 
scale by chapters aad area councils, and it is generally ap¬ 
plicable on an individual basis. 

LEGAL,' Upon request, Mattachloe recommends Individuals 
with legal problems—which generally result from a conflict 
with the law-to see qualified attorneys. Such attorneys also 
act as advisors to the Society in .various areas and approve 
policies, projects and publications from a legal standpoint. 
While the organization is not and cannot be influential in 
legal-legislative mattecs (Mattachine's chatter does not per¬ 
mit lobbying activities), the Society has, upon request, fut- 
nlshcd reprints of recommended penal codes and other legal 
articles to some legislative assemblies, groups working in 
the sphere of sex behavior problems (often seeking a harsher 
legal code), and to individuals concerned with administra¬ 
tion of justice—including police departments, jurists and at¬ 
torneys. 

PSYCHOTHERAPEUTIC. As in problems of the law, the Soc¬ 
iety also makes It a policy to recommend persons with adjust¬ 
ment problems to qualified doctors, psychiatrists and psych¬ 
ologists. Many persons have found happier personal adjust¬ 
ment from the counseling programs recommended by the Soc¬ 
iety. 

EMPLOYMENT. Limited efforts, which the Society hopes to 
accelerate in the fuluie, have been made to place petsona 
in suitable jobs. Most individuals seeking this aid from (he 
Society have experienced difficulty due to arrest records, 
convictions, "less than honorable” discharges, and other 
social handicaps. While an organized service In this field 
is yet to be developed nationally, it is n fact that many men 
and women have been aided in finding satisfactory jobs 
through Mattachloe offices. The eventual aim of this service 
is to learn about job possibilities where persons with past 
"criminal”recoids (often nothing more than an attest by no 
over-zealous oificer) can be permitted to nssume responsible 
and drgDified dally lives In positions they need and deserve. 

LIMITATIONS. Certain things are not done and cannot be 
done by Mattachloe or its members. Wc condone no Illegal 
activity in the organization, no corruption of minors and no 
exchange Of names for personal correspondence. The organ¬ 
ization stands for highest standards of group and public be¬ 
havior at all tiroes and seeks to promote responsible cit¬ 
izenship. 

Mnttochlnv molnlolns hlghasf respect for Individual civil 
rights and personal llbortles. Howover It opposes sox activ¬ 
ity In publlo, or bslweon odulls and minors, or which Involvos 
use of force, violence or fraud, or spreads dltaasa. It asks 
Its members and frlonds overywhore to ho useful, well be- 
havod e/tlions, raspaclful of low and a crodll to tho com¬ 
munities In which they live. 


GENERAL. Mattachine Society national headquarters and 
its branch offices in Los Angeles, Denver, Chicago, New 
York ond Washington, D. C,, collect dues from members of 
chartered chaplets <ilO per calendar year) to conduct the 
Society's educational, teseaich and public relations ptogram. 
Funds for moat of the social service activities are raised 
by the chapter or area couacil conducting them. A tented 
office is maintained at San Francisco. Some area councils 
also maintain offices and telephones. Halls are rented in 
which to hold public discussion forums. 

Additional support comes from contributors and friends, often 
in small donations from persons who can ill afford lc. The 
Society receives no endowment from any foundation. How¬ 
ever, since it is a chartered non-profit corporation, dnes, do¬ 
nations and contributions to it ate income tax deductible. 
At the present time, annual income of the national head¬ 
quarters, chapters and area councils does not exceed 12500. 
Mattachine Review, the Society's national magazine, pro¬ 
duced more than 50,000 copies in its first 30 months of oper¬ 
ation (25 Issues) and distributed them to readers for an all- 
inclusive cost of less than J9000. Some 5000 hours of labor 
were donated by the staff and volunteer workers in admin¬ 
istration, ptomotlon, editing, production and distribution of 
the magazine. Neither the Society not the Review has ever 
paid one cent in salary or personal traveling expenses of the 
officers and staff. 


MEMBERSHIP. Contrary to some popular beliefs, member¬ 
ship in the Society nationally has not exceeded 100 persons 
since the present chatter was Issued in March 1954. The 
previously chartered Mattachine Foundation was even smaller; 
nevertheless the organization, since its inception in 1950, 
has attracted the interest of many hundreds of persons who 
did pot officially join. Policy has been to select membership 
from chose persons over 21 years of age seriously Interested 
In the bomophile problem and who make application to any 
of the Society's six offices. 


CONTRIBUTORS. Since many persons do not wish to hold 
active membership, or live too far from an established chap¬ 
ter to participate, a CONTRIBUTOR PLAN has been set up 
whereby anyone can aid the organization with a contribu¬ 
tion of 110 ot more annually and be designated a "Contrib¬ 
utor. " This fee entitles the petson to a yeat’s subsCtiotlon 
to the magazine, a news quarterly, and a newsletter. Such 
contrlbutlona should be acoi to the national headquarters. 
Period is based on the calendar year.

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ORGANIZED SINCE 1950, the Malta chine Society 
is slill subject to many questions about what it 
actually accomplishes in implementing its pro¬ 
gram of education, research, public relations and 
social action on the bomophile problem in Amer¬ 
ica today. 

Here is a resume of what the organization has 
done: 

I. EDUCATION 

PUBLICATIONS. The monthly MATTAC/IINB RBV1BIV (now 
completing Its thiol year of publication) circulates to a gen¬ 
eral list of paid subscribers and is sold on newsstands in 
12 1). S. metropolitan centets. Aitlcles by laymen and ex¬ 
pects in theit Helds have a professional and serious approach 
to hoioophlle problems; opinion, trends, news items, book 
reviews and comment by leaders are regularly included in 
the magazine’s content, to create maximum reader interest. 



Additional publications are INTERIM, the Society’s na¬ 
tional news quarterly, and four monthly newslettets, pub¬ 
lished at San Francisco, Los Angeles, New York and Wash¬ 
ington, D. C.; they are read by hundreds of members, contrib¬ 
utors and Interested friends. General information booklets, 
folders, leaflets, letters and bulk correspondence go to liun- 
-dreds of Inquitets every month from national headquarters 
and area council offices. 



PUBLIC DISCUSSION FORUMS. Di-monthly, monthly and 
quarterly public programs ate sponsored on an appropriate 
schedule In each oi the six latge cities In which Mattachine 
chapters ate located. Experts from professional fields and men 
and women .distinguished for contributions to solutions of 
sociological and sexual problems appear as speakers, with 



listeners afforded opportunity for questions and discussion. 
These meetings are not closed, but open to anyone over 2i 
years of age. Attendance varies from 15 to 175 persons. 

area projects and group adjustment programs. 

Specialized chapters conduct work and study programs, often 
in some area of the homosexual problem: tesearch, willing 
nnd editing, legal, legislative, public relations, etc. Several 
chapters and area Cornells also conduct "group therapy" 
projects upon occasion, in which a limited number of persons 
meet regularly to discuss mutual adjustment problems, gen¬ 
erally in the ptesence of qualified professional therapists. 



LIORARIES. Three blanch libraries have been established 
at San Ftancisco, New Yolk nnd Los Angeles. Additional 
branches are planned In other dries by rhe active chapters. 
Present collections total more than 1000 fiction and non- 
fiction works on the sex variation subject, plus American 
and foreign periodicals. Books are available to membets, 
friends and students under local rules. Donations of addi¬ 
tional books or funds are gratefully accepted. 

II. RESEARCH 

AID FOR ESTABLISHED RESEARCH EXPERTS AND/OR 
INSTITUTIONS. Subjects obtained through Mattachine have 
filled special qualifications for incetvicw by the late Dt. Al¬ 
fred C. Kinsey and his staff from the Institute for Sex Re¬ 
search, of Indiana University. In 1953 another select group 
of individuals brought together under Mattachine auspices 
were a source of data for a "homosexual personality type" 
study conducted by a tesearch psychologist of the University 
of California at Los Angeles. Surveys and subjects for other 
research scudies-some of which aided national research 
organizacions-hnvc been conducted In several areas where 
chapters ate located. In 1957 the Society was asked to par¬ 
ticipate in a study to determine social implications ol male 
homosexuality with a view to discovering factors which may 
be utilized In recommending changes of law in England. This 
particular study is being conducted by the British Social 
Biology Council, in association with the wotk of the Chutch 
of England Moral Welfare Council. 




INDEPENDENT RESEARCH PROJECTS. Long consideced 
but difficult Indeed to initiate, complete and conduct, Matta- 
chlne-sponsored research projects have actually amounted 
to little, because Che organization has felt that horaophtle 
research should be conducted by qualified persons and 
without possible bias. Such projects have been planned 
and discussed- In the future It Is possible that when the 
need for some distinct phase of research is seen, expects 
called upon to conduct It will receive the full cooperation of 
of the Society. 

DISSEMINATION OF RESEARCH FINDINGS. While this is 
an overlap Into educational activities, the Society’s re¬ 
search department seeks information about reseatcb projects 
In the sex variation field with a view to aiding the projects 
if uncompleted, nnd obtaining clearance to tell readers of 
Mattachine publications nbouc them when the work is con¬ 
cluded and findings determined. 


III. PUBLIC RELATIONS 

With a public relations director in New Yotk and a special 
chapter theie engaged In this work, contacts by mall with 
Individuals with problems and questions regularly reach out 
to all cornets of the U. S. and td many foreign countries. 



CONTACT WITH RELATED AGENCIES. By cortespond- 
ence and, when possible, through petsonal intecvlewa, the 
Society maintains some contact with dozens of private and 
public agencies, law enforcement bodies, clinics, etc. 
Included among them ore some police departments, psych¬ 
iatric clinics, public health offices, prlsonpr rehabilitation 
agencies, hospitals, universities, llbtaties, mental health 
otgonlzations, probation offices, civil liberties organiza¬ 
tions, etc. 

Abroad, contacts ate maintained with foteign and inter¬ 
national groups with alms and projects telated to those of 
Mattochlne. Among these ate the Chutch of England Moral 
Welfare Council, nnd the International Committee fot Sexual 
Equality. Similar cooperation is extended to One, fnc., and 
Daughters of Bilitls In the United States. 

Contacts mentioned above ate designed to discover ways In 
which Mattachine can aid oilier organizations through in¬ 
formation exchanges, and ways in which others can help 
advance the Mattachine progtam. Several domestic agencies

IV. -SOCIAL SERVICE 

in general, social service work is conducted on a limited 
scale by chaplets and area councils, and it is generally ap¬ 
plicable on an individual basis. 

LEGAL.' Upon tequest, Mattachine recommends individuals 
with legal pioblems-whlch generally result from a conflict 
with the law-to see qualified attorneys. Such attorneys also 
act as advisors to the Society in various areas and approve 
policies, pro)ects and publications from a legal standpoint. 
While the organization Is not and cannot be influential in 
legal-legislative matters (Mattachine's charter does not per- I 
mit lobbying activities), the Society has, upon request, fur- 1 
nlshed teptints of recommended penal codes and other legal I 
articles to some legislative assemblies, groups working in 
the sphere of sex behavior problems (often seeking a harsher . 
legal code), and to individuals concerned with adminlstra- I 
lion ol justice—including police departments, jurists and at- ’ 
totneys, i 

PSYCHOTHERAPEUTIC. As in problems of the law, the Soc- j 
letyaiso makes ha policy to recommend persons with adjust- j 
ment problems <o qualified doctors, psychiatrists and psych¬ 
ologists. Many persons have found happier personal adjust- 
otent frost the counseling programs recommended by the Soc¬ 
iety. 

EMPLOYMENT. Limited efforts, which the Society hopes to 
accelerate in the future, have been made to place petsons 
in suitable jobs. Most individuals seeking this aid from tbe 
Society have eiperlenced difficulty due to attest records, 
convictions, "less than honorable” discharges, and other | 

social handicaps. While an organized service in this field , 

is yet to be developed notional ly, it is a fact iliac many men | 
and women have been aided in finding satisfactory jobs ; 
through Mattachine offices. The eventual aim of this service 
is to learn about job possibilities where persons with past , 
"criminal”records (ofteo nothing mote thBn an attest by on ! 
over-zealous officer) can be permitted to assume responsible | 
anil dignified daily lives in positions they need and deserve. , 


LIMITATIONS. Certain things ate not done and cannot be . 
done by Mattachine ot lla members. We condone no illegal ' 
activity in the organization, no corruption of minors and no I 
exchange of names for personal correspondence. The organ- I 
ization stands for highest standards of gtoup and public be¬ 
havior at all limes and seeks to promote responsible cit¬ 
izenship.

V. INCOME AND SUPPORT 

GENERAL. Mattachine Society national headquatiets and 
its branch offices in tos Angeles, Denver, Chicago, New 
York and Washington, D. C., collect dues from members of 
charteied chapters (J10 per calendar year) to conduct the 
Society's educational, tesearch and public relations program. 
Funds for mosc of the social service activities are raised 
by the chapter Or area council conducting them. A rented 
ofilce is maintained at San Francisco. Some area councils 
also maintain offices and telephones. Halls ate tented In 
which to hold public discussion forums. 

Additional support comes from contributors and friends, often 
in small donations from persons who can ill affotd it. The 
Society receives no endowment from any foundation. How¬ 
ever, since it is a chartered non-profit corporation, dues, do¬ 
nations and contributions to it arc income tax deductible. 
Ac the present time, annual income of the national head¬ 
quarters, chapters and area councils does not exceed 42500. 
Mattachine Review, the Society's national magazine, pro¬ 
duced more than 50,000 copies in its first 30 months of oper¬ 
ation (25 issues) and distributed them to tenders for an nli- 
inctusive cost of less than 19000. Some 5000 hours of labor 
were donated by the staff and volunteer workers in admin¬ 
istration, promotion, editing, production and distribution of 
the magazine. Neither the Society not the Review has ever 
paid one cent in salary or personal traveling expenses of the 
officers and staff. 

MEMBERSHIP. Contrary to some popular beliefs, member¬ 
ship in the Society nationally has not exceeded 100 persons 
since the present chariot was issued In March 1954. The 
previously chartered Mattachine Foundation was even smaller; 
nevertheless the organization, since its inception in 1950, 
has attracted the interest of many hundreds of persons who 
did not officially join. Policy has been ro select membership 
from those persons over 21 years of age seriously interested 
in the hoaiophile problem and who make application to any 
ol the Society's six oifices. 

CONTRIBUTORS. Since many persons do not wish ro hold 
active membership, ot live too far from an established chap¬ 
ter ro participate, a CONTRIBUTOR PLAN has been set up 
whereby anyone can aid the organization with a contribu¬ 
tion of SIO or more annually and be designated a "Conttlb- 
utor." Tills fee entitles the person to a year's subsiiriotion 
to the magazine, a news quarterly, and a newsletter. Such 
contributions should be sent to the national headquarters. 
Period Is based on the calendar year.

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ORGANIZED SINCE 1950, the Mattachine Society 
is still subject to many questions about ivbat it 
actually accomplishes in implementing its pro¬ 
gram of education, research, public relations and 
social action on the bomopbile problem in Amer¬ 
ica today. 

Here is a resume of wbat the organization has 
done: 

1. EDUCATION 

PUBLICATIONS. The monthly MATTACHINE REFfEtV (now 
completing Us third yeat of publication) circulates to a gen¬ 
eral list of paid subscribers and is sold on newsstands in 
12 U. S. metropolitan centers. Articles by laymen and ex¬ 
perts In their fields have a professional and setlous approach 
to homophlle problems! opinion, trends, news items, book 
reviews and comment by readers ace regularly included In 
the magazine's concent, to create maximum reader interest. 



Additional publications are INTERIM, the Society's na¬ 
tional news quarterly, and four monthly newsletters, pub¬ 
lished at San Francisco, Los Angeles, New York and Wash¬ 
ington, D. C.i they ate read by hundreds of members, conttib- 
‘htois and interested friends. General Information booklets, 
folders, leaflets, letters and bulk correspondence go to hun- 
.‘dfjeds ol inquirets every month from national headquarters 
a.nd ayes council offices. 



PUBLIC DISCUSSION FORUMS’. Bi-monthly, monthly and 
quarterly public programs are sponsored on an appropriate 
schedule in each oi the six large cities In which Mattachine 
chapters are located. Experts horn ptofessional fields and men 
and women distinguished for contributions to solutions of 
sociological * and sexual ptoblems appear as speakers, with 


listeners afforded opportunity for questions and discussion 
These meetings arc not closed, but open to anyone over 2r 
years of Bge. Attendance vacies from 15 to 175 persons. 

AREA PROJECTS AND GROUP ADJUSTMENT PROGRAMS. 
Specialized chaplets conduct work and study programs, often 
in some area of the homosexual problem! research, writing 
and editing, legal, legislative, public relations, etc. Sevetal 
chapters and area comcils also conduct "group therapy” 
projects upon occasion, ia which a limited number of persons 
meet regularly to discuss mutual adjustment ptoblems, gen- 
etally in the presence of qualified ptofessional therapists. 


LIBRARIES. Thtce branch libraries have been established 
at San Francisco, New York and Los Angeles. Additional 
branches are planned in other cities by the active chapters. 
Present collections (oral more than 1000 fiction and non¬ 
fiction works on the sex variation subject, plus American 
and foreign periodicals. Books are available to members, 
friends and students under local tules. Donations of addi¬ 
tional books ot funds ate gratefully accepted. 

II. RESEARCH 

AfO FOR ESTABLISHED RESEARCH EXPERTS AND/OR 
INSTITUTIONS. Subjects obtained through Mattachine have 
filled special qualifications fot Interview by the late Dt. Al¬ 
fred C. Kinsey and his staff from the Institute for Sex Re¬ 
search, of Indiana University. In 1953 another select group 
of Individuals brought together under Mattachine auspices 
were a source of data fot a ''homosexual personality type" 
study conducted by a research psychologist of the University 
of California at Los Angeles. Surveys and subjects for ocher 
research studies—some of which aided national research 
organizarions-have been conducted In several areas where 
chapters arc located. In 1957 the Society was asked to par¬ 
ticipate in a study to determine social implications of male 
homosexuality with a view to discovering factors which may 
be utilized in tecommending changes oi law in England. This 
particular study Is being conducted by the British Social 
Biology Council, in assotiation with the wotk of the Church 
of England Moral Welfare Council. 




INDEPENDENT RESEARCH PROJECTS. Long consldeted 
but difficult indeed to initiate, complete and conduct. Matta- 
chine-sponsored research pcojeccs have actually amounted 
to Hide, because the organization has felt that homophlle 
research should be conducted by qualified persons and 
without possible bias. Such projects have been planned 
and discussed- lo the future ii Is possible that when the 
need fot some distinct phase of research is seen, experts 
called upon to conduct it will receive the full cooperation of 
of the Society. 

DISSEMINATION OP RESEARCH PINDINGS. While this is 
an overlap into educational activities, the Society's re¬ 
search depattment seeks iolotmatlon about research projects 
io the sex variation field with a view to aiding the projects 
If uncompleted, and obtaining clearance to tell readers af 
Mattachine publications about them when the work is con¬ 
cluded and findings determined, 

III. PUBLIC RELATIONS 

With a public relations director In New York and a special 
chapter there engaged In this work, contacts by malt with 
individuals with problems and questions regularly reach out 
to all comers of the U. S- and td many foreign countries. 



CONTACT WITH RELATED AGENCIES. By correspond¬ 
ence and, when possible, thtough personal Interviews, the 
Society maintains some contact with dozens of private and 
public agencies, law enforcement bodies, clinics, etc. 
Included among them are some police departments, psych¬ 
iatric clinics, public health offices, prisoner tehabllitatlon 
agencies, hospitals, universities, libraries, mental health 
organizations, probation olllces, civil liberties organiza¬ 
tions, etc, 

Abroad, contacts ate maintained with fotclgn and Inter¬ 
national groups with aims and projects related to those of 
Mattachine. Among these ate the Church of England Moral 
Wellatc Council, and the International Committee fot Sexual 
Equality. Similar cooperation is extended to One, Inc., and 
Daughters of Billlts in the United States, 

Contacts mentioned above ate designed to discover ways in 
which Mattachine can aid other organizations through in¬ 
formation exchanges, and ways in which others can help 
advance the Mattachine program.

The Mattachine movement had its Inception in 1950 
when a small group inaugurated the first discussion group. This 
early activity resulted in the organization of a secret society 
under the name of the Mattachine Foundation which filed incorpor¬ 
ation papers in the State of California on 4/27/53# and was 
thereafter known as the Mattachine Foundation, Inc. The announced 
purposes of this first organization were: ’’The specific and 
primary purposes for which this corporation is formed are to 
sponsor, supervise and conduct scientific research in the field 
of homosexuality; to publish and disseminate the results of such 
research; and to aid in the social integration and rehabilitation 
of the sexual variant.” 

The Mattachine Foundation, Inc. expanded its operations 
and established chapters In the Los Angeles and San Francisco, 

Calif, areas and either organized or became closely identified 
with a publication known as "One, the Homosexual Magazine” 
published by One, Inc., 307 South Hill St., Los Angeles. One, 

Inc. was incorporated under the laws of California as of 6/1/53. 

This close identification of the magazine, "One" with the 
Foundation continued for approximately a year, at which time 
there appeared a notice in "One” that the magazine had no connec¬ 
tion with the Mattachine Society, as it was then called. 

On 5/23 and 24/53# a convention was held at which the 
Mattachine Society was organized and the Mattachine Foundation, 

Inc. released its name to the new Society. 

The Mattachine Society published a constitution 
dated 5/24/53, which is referred to hereafter but which states 
in the Preamble, "We,the members of the Mattachine Society, In full . 
awareness of our social obligations as members of the human com¬ 
munity, hold It necessary that a highly ethical homosexual 
culture be integrated into society; and, whereas the present laws 
of many lands are discriminatory and limit the best expressions of 
the culture; and, whereas we are resolved that these people shall 
find equality; and, whereas we desire to spread knowledge of the 
alms and aspirations of this Society through mutual education 
of its membership and of society, we therefore, hereby resolve..." 
(There follow the organizational details concerning the Society.) 
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Articles of Incorporation were filed by the Mattachlne 
Society, Inc. with the State of California 3/23/54, and a new 
constitution was adopted. The description of the specific and 
primary purposes of the Mattachlne Society, Inc. contained in the 
Articles of Incorporation is as follows: 

"That the specific and primary purpose for which 
this corporation is formed is to further and gain accept¬ 
ance of the belief of sexual equality for all people 
using methods, primarily, as follows: 

"1. To sponsor, supervise and conduct medical, 
social, social hygiene, pathological and therapeutic 
research of every kind and description and to publish 
and disseminate the results of such research as widely 
as possible. 

"2. To sponsor, supervise and conduct educational 
enterprises for the aid and benefit of all persons 
socially, mentally or morally ill and to promote among 
the general public an interest, knowledge and under¬ 
standing of the problems of such persons. 

"3. To sponsor, supervise and conduct educational 
enterprises to promote among the general public an 
interest, knowledge, and understanding of sexual equality. 

"4. To aid in the adjustment to society of such 
persons as may vary from the normal moral and social 
standards of society and to aid in the development of a 
highly ethical, social, and moral responsibility in all 
such persons. 

"5. To protect, insofar as possible, these people 
from undue discriminations. 

”6. To establish branches of this corporation. 

"7. To publicize by printed information, radio, 
television, pamphlets, speakers bureaus, stage present¬ 
ation and all other means of communication, the purposes 
and activities of this corporation. 
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"That the general purposes for which this corpora¬ 
tion is formed, in addition to those enumerated above, 
are as follows: 

"1. To sue and be sued. 

"2. To borrow money, contract, debts, issue bonds, 
notes and debentures, and to secure same, 

"3. To lease, purchase, hold, have, inherit, use 
and take possession of and enjoy any personal or real 
property necessary for the uses and purposes of the 
corporation, and to sell, lease, deed in trust, alien 
or dispose of the same at the pleasure of the corporation, 
and for the uses and purposes for which said corporation 
is formed and to buy and Bell real or personal property 
and to apply the proceeds of sale, including any and all 
income, to the uses and purposes of the corporation. 

"4. To do any and all other acts, things, business 
or businesses in any manner connected with or necessary, 
incidental, convenient or auxiliary to any of the objects 
hereinbefore enumerated or calculated, directly or indir¬ 
ectly, to promote the Interest of the corporation..,.” • 

According to the Office of the California State 
Franchise Tax Board, the Mattachine Society, Inc. qualifies 
as a "civic league" and is not subject to franchise taxes. 

The general activities of the Mattachine Society, Inc., 
hereinafter referred to as the Society, are carried on through 
organized chapters which are part of an Area Council. The 
Area Council has representatives who meet with a Coordinating 
Council. The final policy and executive authority, however, 
rest in the general convention which is held annually. In 
general, the activities of the Society have been to hold dis¬ 
cussion groups 'organized by various chapters to which non¬ 
members are invited, to hold Bocial affairs, to engage in 
certain research projects and, in some instances, to defend 
sexual deviates who have fallen afoul of the law. 
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THE CONSTITUTION OF THE 
MATTACHINE SO CIETY___ 

In addition to the Preamble of the constitution of 
the Mattachine Society dated 5/24/53, Article 1 Providei that, 
’'members shall be admitted regardless of race, color or creed 
and that "no provision shall be made to destroy the anonymity 
o? any member P w?thout hie permission." Artlde 2 describes 
the general convention as the supreme governing body of the 
organization and describes its composition and how delegates 
shall be elected to it. Article 3 describes the Coordinating 
Council and how it shall be composed and its authority. 

Article 4 defines the Area Council and describes how it shall 
be composed and how it shall operate. Among other things, 
it provides that the Area Council may temporarily suspend 
chanter charters subject to ratification by the general conven¬ 
tion. Article 5 defines the chapter and describes how It shall 

be organized. 

This constitution was accompanied by a r e30 ^tion 
which states, "Whereas this organization is neither political 
nor sectarian and whereas we believe that our group can only 
achieve the social integration which it seeks within the 
framework of a free society; and whereas we find it especially 
significant that the most brutal and restricted laws against 
homosexuality occur in those countries, like ^ ere 

freedom of the Individual Is most severely lilted, and 
whereas those who attack the basic freedom of the individual 
In this country, both of the extreme right and the extreme 
left, have been the most bitter enemies of the homosexual, 
we, therefore, resolve to pledge ourselves t0 
religious and sexual discrimination within and outside the 

organization." 

BYLAWS 

The bylaws of the Mattachine Society provide for 
honorary memberships, fellowships, associate memberships, 
active memberships and sustaining memberships. Dues for a 
fellow member are established at $50 per year; for an associate 
member at $36 per year and for an active member at $2 per year. 
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The bylaws define the duties and authority of the 
officers of the chapters who are the chairman, the secretary 
and the treasurer, and provide a method for filling vacancies 
in the chapter offices. The bylaws provide that the chapter 
or Area Council shall not issue any public statement involving 
a policy of the Society or purporting to have the approval of 
the Society without first securing the written consent of the 
Coordinating Council, except in the case of a direct quotation 
from an officially adopted and public statement of policy or 
other official document of the Society. It is provided that 
no policy shall be considered official until adopted by the 
general convention. The bylaws also define the duties of the 
Area Council and the duties and authority of the Coordinating 
Council and provide for the manner of electing officers to the 
Coordinating Council.

Newsletter 9/1/54 reports that Los Angeles Legal 
Chapter #103 was suspended from the Mattachlne Society by the 
Los Angeles Area Council at a meeting held 8/20/54, because 
the chairman of Chapter #103 had engaged in investigations 
of several of its members. .Such activities on the part of 
the chairman were charged to be in direct violation of the 
anonymity clause of the constitution of the Society and not 
in the best interests of the Society. It is reported that 
the chairman of Chapter #103 defended his action by stating 
that his investigations concerned the threat of Communism 
upon the Society, and that no attempt had been made to obtain 
information in regard to the person al lives of the persons

‘homosexual’ Instead of terms more frequently heard; it means 
frowning instead of laughing at jokes on the sex variant. 

And for both, variant and non-variant alike, it means 
absorbing every bit of available factual information on the 
subject and taking advantage of every opportunity to pass it 
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'hlong to anyone receptive. This is the job of everyone in the 
Public Relations Department, this is everyone's job." 

Newsletter January, 1955 contains a book review on 
a book entitled, "Sex In History" by G. ATTRAY TAYLOR 
(London, Thames on Hudson, 1953). Also included is a message 
to the area which refers to the appearance of the first issue 
of the "Mattachine Review" in which it is noted "We are 
reminded by an article in 'Time Magazine' of January 10th of 
an incident in the not too distant past when the Mattachine 
Society was accused of being Communistic. More than 300 
homosexuals, according to the article, were picked up in one 
night in an effort to check the rapid growth of sexual 
deviation In Argentina. The rise in the number of 'shameful 
attacks on women' was listed as one of the reasons for the 
drive and the solution arrived at—licensing of bordellos which 
had been closed since the ban of 1936. 


"Those of us who know something of the situation 
of the homosexual In America realize that conditions leave 
much to be desired in handling the problem here, but contrast 
our situation with that of a country ruled by a dictator. 

Are we Communist bait? Knowing what happened to sex deviates 
In countries where the state was, and is, all, are we that 
blind? We recommend the article to interested persons." 

Newsletter April, 1955 announces that the Mattachine 
Society would hold its annual convention in Los Angeles on 
5/l4 and 15/55. It also notes that an amendment to Section 13 
of Article 1 of the California Constitution had been proposed 
in the California Assembly which would change the first part 
of this article to add the underlined portion.

We have found that some potential members have been 
reluctant to join because they could not wholeheart¬ 
edly subscribe to one of the sections of the consti¬ 
tution which they pledge themselves to uphold. Wo 
do not hold to a rigid, legalistic interpretation to 
this section of the pledge. It would be unrealistic 
to do 60 , since our constitution has been ammended at 
every annual convention since its original adoption. 


What we do hold our members to is an acceptance of 
the spirit of the Constitution rather than the exact 
letter. Were we to do otherwise, we would swallow 
a camel but strain at a gnat. If you are not sure 
of the spirit of any section of the Constitution, 
discuss it with any member or with either of the 
members of the Board of Directors who are Hew York 
residents. We are available to help you in this 
matter, as well as in any other that affects you 
and your relationship to Mattachine. 

We have had a constantly recurring problem in our 
relationship with our non-member friends who attend 
our meetings. Society members try to talk with those 
of you we have seen rarely or not at all before the 
meetings, during the intermission periods, and after 
our adjournment. Yet word constantly comes back to 
us - from people who have joined u3 only once or 
twice - that we regularly ignore the stranger within 
our gates. We have tried to discover how this dis¬ 
crepancy might have arisen* we on our 6ide malting 
every effort to make the newcomer feel at home - 
but so many strangers feeling that they are unwanted. 

Is this the explanation? When you as an individual 
come to your first meeting of the Mattachine Society, 
with a good deal of trepidation and little sense of 
relaxed ease, you naturally assume that everyone at 
the meeting is a member of the Society and you are 
the only outsider. But, the chances are for greater 
that the majority of the people you Gee there are 
non-members, many of whom - perhaps even as much as 
50# at some meetings - are first participants like 
yourself, feeling the same anxieties, the same hesi¬ 
tancies, the same desire to be approached along with 
the same reluctance to make the first move yourself. 
Won't you give yourself - and other first-timers - 
a break? Meet each other half-way. Find out which of 
the persons in that group of five is a member, so 
you'll be ready to talk when he has a chance to break 
away. A sizable proportion of our membership lives 
out of town - some as for distant as Kansas and Vir-

He greeted the new 
faces in the audience and indicated that pamphlets describing the 
operation and works of the society would be given out on request 
after the meeting.' It was noted some of these were for sale at 25 to 
50 cents per copy.

began his lecture by describing a series of 
articles on narcotics which he worked on several years ago. He stated 
in this manner he became acquainted with police procedures on Federal, 
State and City levels. He discussed the term "morale" and how this 
term was over-played by the Press. He has tried to get his colleagues 

to stop this malpractice. _ described his recent articles in 

the Post regarding morals and how he tried to have his "rules for 
avoiding arrest" printed. However, this was refused by the fiost and 
he finally succeeded in having them printed by an unnamed magazine. 


He did not elaborate on this topic. He described the operation of the 
"Morals Squad n from amount and type of men to their details. Diseussing 
the turnover of men in this squdd, he termed this a political move to 
cover up failures. He spoke of entrapment in morals cases and stated 
he was approached by several lawyers from the Bar Association regarding 
entrapment in narcotics cases. He discussed this practice with them 
regarding morals cases and they advised they would bring the matter up 
before the association. He discussed the procedure in the Division of 
Licensed and how a dictatorship,existed regardingpermits for musicens^ 
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and waiters In cabarets. He cited the case of Billy Holliday who couldn't 
appear in a N.Y. niteclub for the past 12 years because of a narcotics 
charge. H e also gave a brief history of how the licensing of waiters 
came about. The Federal Government was investigating a communist affili¬ 
ation with the waiters and cooks union during the war. The government 
wanted mug shots and fingerprints taken on every waiter and cook. However, 
they had trouble doing this because of the war. The government pressured 
the Police Dept, into carrying out this assignment and at first a small 
fee of $2.00 was charged. However, as time passed and the Police Dept, 
noted it had a "good thing" going it raised the fee yearly to the present 
level. After the war it included musicians and entertainers. 

discussed the court at 100 Centre St. and seemed to 
favor Judge Solomon for his good judgement in mora ls cases. He described 

how the judge wrote an appeal in one morals case. _[distributed 

copies of this appeal to the press and various judges. He then described 
how some cases are fixed for the right judge. He s tated the wh ole case 
depends on whether the judge's Spiles bother him". [ described 

one judge as a drunkard who couldn't drive his car to court yet judicates 
cases. The court is always jammed when this judge is sitting. He said 

100 Centre St, is the Democratic Stronghold. 

In describing the operation of the Morals >jquad < stated 

their wording of charges are died in the wool. The arresting officer 
did not have to appear if he had a day.off. His partner would appear 
for him. One man he termed an anchor man and the other a leg man. 

These men look for the cheap arrest and avoid places that charge a $3.50 
minimum. He also discussed ‘’protected havens’ 1 and how arrests are made 
on the fringe areas. People coming out of these places are marked and 
often arrested one disorderly conduct charge. As long as a 200 arrest 
quota is maintained for the quarter these men feel secure. 
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discussed the arrest of foreigners and how a minor 


charge can prevent them from becoming citisens. He described one case 
which he had witnessed. A former Hungarian "Freedom Fighter- arrested 
in the Grand Central men's room tad to use an interpreter in court. 

The judge felt sorry for him and had him briefed outside the court room. 
When he returned the man became excited under questioning and stated 
thru his interpreter that he thought the most friendly place he had found 
in America was the men's room at Grand Central. As this statement was 
in the minutes the judge had to sentence the man and he lost his chance 

for citizenship. 

told the audience they would be given better 


treatment in court if they gave their occupation as a student. He said 
they never ask for proof of occupation. He advised them not to fear a 
man 5' 4" walking a dog as F.B.I^men^are 5' 10- and police 5' 8".
